Ncfcus Sc .Notes 


Lata Mangeshkar as T.T.D. Astfaana Vidushi. 

It has been the practice m T.T.D. that persons of eminence, 
and erudition in classical arts, are appointed as ‘ Asthana Vidwans 5 
in realm of Lord Venkateswara. Apart from versatile scholars 
in sastras like Agamas, noted musicians like Sri Ghantasala Venka- 
teswara Rao, Smt. M.S. Subbalakshmi, Smt. M.L. Vasantha Kumari, 
and many others had this honour. But so far, strangely enough, 
none from the northern parts of the country could find a place. 
But this year, the credit of having been appointed from the north 
as “ Asthan Vidushi ” in the Court of Lord Venkateswara, has 
gone to the Indian Nightingale Kumari Lata Mangeshkar who 
needs no introduction. The T.T.D. Board appointed her as 
<s Asthana Vidushi.” 

The action of the board in this regard is really commendable, 
as it strengthens the cultural integrity of this land. 

Information Centre at New Delhi. 

At present there is no Information Centre of the T.T.D. in 
the Capital of India, though a college is being maintained by the 
T.T.D. To fulfil this T.T.D. Board decided to construct a guest 
House-cum-In formation Centre, at New Delhi, on the site where 
once the Andhra Pradesh Guest house was situated. 


Tirumala Express. 

The T.T.D. Board in a resolution urged the South Central 
Railway to convert the Tirumala by-weekly now running between 
Vijayawada and Tirupati into a daily service between Waltair 
and Tirupati via Guntur as in the case of Circar Express. 

If this is done there will be a regular, direct and daily train 
service between Simhachalam to Tirupati both being the noted 
pilgrim centres with the presiding deity Lord Srimannarayana. 

The devotees of Lord Venkateswara are perhaps aware of the 
fact that two express Trains, the Balaji Express and the Tirumala 
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Express were introduced on by-weekly basis by the Railway depart- 
ment. Recently the Balaji Express, running between Madras 
and Tirupathi has been converted from by-weekly to daily service. 

Tn this connection the readers may please recollect the editorial 
of Februaiy ’71 of Sapthagiri which stands in close identity with 
the T.T.D. Board’s decision. 


Andhra Ashramam (Rishikesh). 

The Andhra Ashram of T. T. Devasthanams which is situated 
at the foot of the sacred Himalayas is attracting large number 
of pilgrims visiting Badrinath and Kedaranath. 

This year, in the month of May 3527 pilgrims were accommo- 
dated as against 2677 during the same month in 1970. The mainte- 
nance charges collected from the pilgrims during May ’71 rose 
to Rs. 3,870/- from Rs. 1,677/- which was collected in May 1970. 

The special feature of this year yatra season: Large number 
of pilgrims from Rajasthan, Gujarat, Maharastra, and Mysore, 
visited the holy shrines and the Andhrashramam. Previously 
pilgrims from Tamilnadu and Andhra Pradesh only, used to visit 
the Andhra Ashramam.

What is your advice 


Sri M. CHANDRAMOUL1 REDDY, 
Executive Officer, T. T. D. Tirupati. 


There has been tremendous increase in the number of devotees 
visiting Tirumala particularly in the month of May. The T.T.D. 
is finding it difficult on all sides — transport, darshan, accommodation 
and food. I am writing this mainly to bring to the notice of the 
devotees certain things which they should observe in their own 
interest and also with a view to eliciting their views in these matters. 

There is a tendency to visit Tirumala only on Saturdays or 
whenever there are holidays. Saturday is supposed to be sacred 
for Lord Venkateswara. No doubt this is true but at the rate at 
which the devotees are thronging at Tirumala now on Saturdays and 
Sundays, it is becoming impossible for devotees to have proper 
darshan of the Lord. T would appeal to the devotees to kindly 
visit Tirumala as often as possible but on all days without restricting 
to special days like Saturdays. 

Devotees reaching Tirupati might find it difficult to secure 
buses immediately to go to Tirumala. To avoid waiting in the long 
queues the devotees are resorting to getting into illicit taxis or in 
regular taxis which are overloading the vehicles. Recently, there 
has been a case where an unlicensed driver was driving an illicit 
taxi with nine pilgrims in the car and he caused an accident on 
the Ghat Road resulting in two causalties. Apart from the fact 
that the police and the traffic department are checking such things, 
I would like to request the devotees not to get into illicit taxis or 
to overload themselves in the taxis in their anxiety to reach Tirumala 
Hills urgently. It is certainly better to reach the Hills late than 
never. 

The queue line is becoming longer and longer day by day 
for darshan at Tirumala temple. The average number of devotees 
for Sarva Darshanam on days like Saturdays is anything between 
15,000 and 20,000. Even if Sarva Darshanam is allowed for about 
16 hours a day, the time that can be allowed for each devotee. 


Note : This is the text of the letter released to the press by the 
Executive Officer, 
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even when the rush is only ] 5,000 will be only 5 seconds. Thai 
being so, the devotees are requested to kindly bear this in mind 
when they get into the temple for darshan. It is only because 
of the tendency to stay a little longer in the presence of God that 
the T.T.D. employees are forced to request the pilgrims to move. 
Special instructions have been given that they should be polite 
and courteous. Still there are complaints of impoliteness. I 
am trying to rectify it. I apologise to the devotees in this connection 
but I would also like the devotees to remember that the Devas- 
thanam employees have to work round the clock on all the days 
and naturally there may be some breach of politeness. In this 
connection I would like to have the views of the devotees for 
improving facilities in the queue lines and also as to how the queue 
system can be improved in general taking into consideration the 
special situation and location of the temple. I would be happy 
to receive letters in my name on this matter so that I can initiate 
action. 

Some difficulty is arising in providing accommodation and 
transport and food on particular days when the crowd is between 

15,000 and 20,000. I request the devotees to let me have their 
views on providing packet meals .or plate meals in the Canteen 
run by the T.T.D, I would like to have the views of the devoteess 
who are more com- petent to guide me in the matter than any 
other person. 


Kalyanotsavams. 

Kalyanotsavams are usually performed in the afternoons in the 
Kalyana Mandapam. The Kalyana Mandapam can hold only 
about 20 parties each consisting of 12 members. But on the 
average there is a demand for about 25 to 30 Kalyanotsavams per 
day and mostly the Grihasthas come in the last moment and bring 
pressure on the administration to allow them to perform Kalya- 
notsavams. When we refuse they are aggrieved with the feeling 
that having come all the way to Tirumala they have not performed 
Kalyanotsavams. If they are allowed, it becomes overcrowded 
in the Kalyana Mandapam. After performing Kalyanotsavams on 
their own request in spite of our original rejection, the Grihasthas 
complain that there is lack of accommodation, lack of proper 
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arrangements. The same difficulty arises tor Saliasra Kalasabhi- 
shekam also. As such I would like to hove the views of the devotees 
whether the number of parties for Kalyanotsavams can be cut 
down rigidly to 20 and that no Kalyanotsavam can be performed 
unless intimation is given at least one week in advance. This 
means Grihasthas have to accept the dates given by the T.T.D. 
for performing Kalyanotsavams and Sahasra Kalasabhishekams 

Pending final decision we request all the devotees to see that 
their requisitions for Kalyanotsavams are sent to the office of 
the Executive Officer, Tirumala-Tirupati Devasthanams, Tirupati 
at least one week in advance and do not pressurise the administration 
for performing the Kalyanotsavam over and above the number 
viz., 20. 

The counting of coins ( Parakcimani ) is becoming a big problem. 
It is useful to have a mechanical device by which we can sort out 
various denominations. Once a machine was brought from 
America but unfortunately, it was found not suitable for our coins. 
Taking into consideration the existing denominations and the 
weight of the coins, I would like to have suggestions from various 
sources if there is any special mechanical device by which we can 
easily sort out the small coins which are in thousands per day 
consuming lot of time now. 

I again repeat that nothing but the magnetic attraction and the 
power in Lord Venkateswara is attracting thousands and thousands 
of pilgrims to this shrine and as the fust servant of the Lord, I am 
craving the indulgence of devotees mid inviting their attention 
to the above mentioned problems, so that I can have their views 
and also their co-operation.

What is Yoga

Coming to my practical expeiience all these Asanas which 
can be mastered in years’ time in the usual course, came to me 
after getting initiated automatically m a moments’ time when I 
sat in meditation. The above achievement was due to strict 
discipline of mind, and body by ‘Varna’ and ‘NiyamcC and through 
Sadguru Krupa. While I was in meditation my body was elec- 
trified due to the divine current (Sakti Piasar) of my Guru and 
I could do all the asanas with higest speed not due to personal 
effort but due to divine Sakti, at the rate of thousands of asans 
per hour. 

Sahaja Bhastrika Pranayam is started in meditation naturally 
in great speed along with asans in my experience. Due to these 
I was able to see “Tejas” first. As the Tejas increased I was 
able to see the regions of sun and moon Then Jyothirdarshan, 
Kundalini Jagarana, Shatchakra Siddhi and Divya Dhrusti (the 
third eye is disclosed by means of which Trikalagnana is attai- 
ned); then the direct experience of the self the Absolute (Atma 
Sakshatkara). Then I observed my individual soul merging 
with universal soul along with a Jyothi seen at Bhrumadhya. i.e. 
at the middle of the eye brows. Then I possessed some miracu- 
lous bodily powers due to which my body started to levitate. 

In the preliminary state of Pranayam which also came in 
natural course in meditation (i.e., Bhastrika Pranayam) I used 
to get sweat. Secondly “Dardarvrutti” (Vigorous shaking of the 
body). Thirdly, Manduka Dhruti (Body jumping in padmasan 
like a frog and finally levitation. 

This body is indeed a miracle. The different systems that 
make it an organic whole show an extermely beautiful arrange- 
ments of parts and great skill in operation. The most impor- 
tant and complicated of them all is the central nervous system 
with its stem and innumerable branches spread out in all direc- 
tions. This gives an appearance of a tree. The flowers that 
blossom of this tree of life are the chakras. The fruit 
grows on the top most part of the tree flowers and fruits 
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are not visible to the Physical sight. To enjoy the fragrance of 
the flower and the sweetness of the fruit, the immortal Kunda- 
lini i.e., serpent power which is sleeping is to be awakened and 
taken to Sahasrara a thousand petalled lotus activating all the 
energy centres viz , Shat chakras. The nervous system m human 
body consists of 72,000 nadis out of which, Kuhu, Saraswathi, 
Yasawim, Poosha, Varuna, Hastijiwha, Payaswin, Sanking are 
important. Most important of there nadis is Sushumnanaadi. 
The sushumna also called Brahmanadi extends from Muladhar 
to shahasrar to Brahma randhra. Sushumana goes straight 
and is white in colour. Idanadi, starting from Muladhar goes 
up winding Sushumna like wave theory of light and ends in 
left nostril. Its colour is red. Pmgala nadi, also starts from 
Muladhar m the opposite direction to Ida, goes up winding Su- 
slvumna and ends in right nostril. Its colour is Yellow. When 
I sat m meditation the divine current passed through all the 
nerves and I felt current passing throughout the system and also 
felt the same m toes and legs The whole nervous system was 
purified due to Sahaja Bliastnka Pranaayam which came to me 
for hours together without stop. Sahaja Bhastrika Pranaayam 
is doing inhalation and exhalation of breath m quick succession 
and high speed like a blacksmith blowing his bellows.

In that stage my body used to change its postures with high 
speed without staying at one place, miraculously. Due to that, 
the body became very strong due to the removal of “Vaata” 
“Pitta”, and Kapha and Jataragni increased., and purified the 
whole of the nervous system and gave immense happiness. 
Prana entered into Sushumna and through sushumna it reached 
Brahmarandhram. Due to this mind became calm (Manolaya) 
and free from disease. 

The heat generated as a result of asanas, pranayam was 
directed and concentrated by Guru on the serpent power, the 
latent energy also called Kundalini, Kundali, Arundhati, Shakti, 
Iswari. This Kundalini was sleeping with head downwards 
winding in 3 folds and closing the mouth of Sushumna. Due 
to the concentrated heat energy developed due to union of Prana 
with Apaana and as a result of Mhilabanhda, i.c., by contraction 
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of anus Kundaiini got awakened with divine Tejas, Prakash which 
is different from Sun and Moon i.e., divine dazzling light 

I have seen various colours of light and various nadis. 
Some times Kundaiini used to rise up with one hood through a 
blue nadi called Vajranadi Then siddhis like, Anima, Mahima, 
Garima, Laghima, Esatwam, Prakamyam, Vasatvam and Piap- 
ti come to the Yogi. In meditation divine current used to turn 
my eye balls into 180° and 1 was able to see Shatchakras. 


Shatchakras : — 

When Kundaiini Shakti entered the four petalled lotus 
Muladhara Chakra which is 4 inches above anus, I got darshan 
of Ganesh, with two Saktis Siddhi and Buddhi. The four petals 
are of 4 different colours and it took 6 months time to master 
that Chakra and get those, Saktis of Ganesh When I opened 
the eyes at that, I was able to see every where Ganesh, Siddhi and 
Buddhi. The colour of the petals are red in colour containing 
the Golden letters «l 5 T, isf, In this lotus Ganesh gave 

Darshan with divine Tejas. 

As Kundaiini Sakti further ascended the six petalled lotus 
called Swadistana Chakra in front of Linga, I got Darshan 
with divine light of Brahma and Saras wathi. Also I heard the 
sounds of Para and Pasyanthi. As I mastered completely this 
Swadistana Chakra; I got sakti of Saraswathi. I was able to 
read 6 golden letters with light, gr, ®r, T, ST The petals 

were bright red in colour (Smdoor Varnam). As it ascended 
further, the the Kundaiini Sakti entered 10 petalled lotus called 
Manipuraka Chakra in front of “Nabhi” with divine letters, 

sf. <5, IC B I got darshan of Sri Vishnu, 

and Lakshmi with “Sankhu”, “Chakra”, “Gada”, and “Padma” 
wearing Peethambara and Vanamala, with “Kausthabha”. 
After mastering this Chakra, I got Sakti of Sri Lakshmi. 

Kundaiini Sakti as it rose further, entered Anahata Chakra 
12 petalled lotus in front of “Hrudayasthana” with colour of 
Sindoor, and with Divine letters a p, *T, it, «r, IT, 3T, ST, 5.

After activating this Chakra KLundalini Sakti entered into 
a 16 petalled lotus called Visuddha Chakra in front of the neck 
called ‘Kantastana’ with divine letters red in colour viz., 

3T, 3TT, f, 35, ST, V- *?, sft, 3*:. 

There was observed a white sky in the middle of that lotus 
in the middle of which a triangular Chandra Mandalam, above 
which is seated a Sakti with 4 hands white and with a divine 
letter f| I was able to see my soul, i e, Atma Saksliatkar. 

Ths light was divine “Aprakrt”, Satchitananda, Swayamprakash 
Avinash, peaceful Atma (Swaswarupa).

The Religious Attitude

While the out and. out materialist looks upon man as a body' — - 
a combination of cells — , and the psychologist as an integrated 
body-mind, the spiritually illumined regards man in his essential 
nature as a soul having the mind and body as its coverings or 
instruments. Nlaterial life is, therefore, concerned pri mar ily with 
the well-being of the body. Mental life is occupied with the welfare 
of both the body and the mind. Spiiitual life on the other hand 
takes into account all the three factors — the soul, the mind and the 
body, and aims at the harmonious development of the body and 
the mind so that the soul may be able to unfold its potential divinity 
spontaneously. The instruments of the mind and the body must 
be made healthy and vigorous so that the soul may function through 
them freely and joyfully. That is why we find the ancient vedic 
Rishis praying: “ May my limbs, speech, breath, eye, ear and 
also my strength and all my senses become refreshed and vigorous. 
May I who is devoted to the Atman be endowed with all the 
virtues extolled in the TJpanishads.” 

In all forms of adventures the adventuier somehow feels the 
existence of an unknown infinite region and wishes to discover it. 
As Thomas Gray, the English poet, has said, 

“ Some hold adventurers disdain 
The limits of their little reign. 

And unknown regions dare descry.” 

The scientific explorer is attempting to come in touch with 
new regions in the world of matter. The psychologist is trying 
to probe into unexplored regions of the mind, sub-conscious and 
unconscious. The para-psychologist with the help of extrasensory 
perception is discovering the new world of the mind,” and is 
demonstrating how “ the mind can in some way transcend the 
barriers of time and acquire impressions of events to come.” He is 
proving how “a direct mind to mind contact is possible m the case 
of persons living far distant from one another,” thereby widening 
the frontiers of the mind and i evealing the power of the mind 
to reach new regions transcending the domain and laws of matter* 
The spiritual seeker is eager to come directly — intuitively — in touch 
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with the Infinite Spirit, which like the Infinite light interpenetrates 
and permeates not only his own soul but all souls. In the course 
of his searcli for his own Atman, the individual soul comes to 
discover the glory of Pararaatma — the Infinite Spirit which is called 
by various appellations. Brahman, God, Jehova, Allah, Tao> 
Truth and so on. 

The Upamshadic seer advises: — 

** Abandoning vain talks know the Supreme Atman, the 
self by whom heaven, earth and sky, the mind and the vital powers 
are permeated. This is the way to attain immortality — the eternal 
life.” 

There are various attitudes enteitained by the leligious seekers 
towards God. “ O Lord, while I identify myself with the body, 
I am your servant. When I consider myself as an individual soul 
1 am youi part. And when I look upon myself as the Spirit 
I am one with yourself-the Supreme Spirit.” 

The body- conscious dualist considers God a person separate 
from himself and comes to entertain a personal relationship with 
Him — as a servant, a child, a friend or a lover. To the distressed 
He is the remover of misery, to the frustrated the fulfiller of wishes? 
to the enquirer the goal of his quest. The idea of God is coloured 
by the attitude of the aspirant. 

The well-known psychologist. Professor Gordon Allport* 
who recognises the value religion, remarks: cc It is unnecessary 
to exhaust the list of contributing desires. Their multiplicity is 
indicated by the varying conceptions of Deity held by different 
individuals and by one and the same individual at different periods 

of time When we have sinned. He is the Redeemer; when 

we need guidance, the Holy Spirit. Divine attributes plainly 
conform to the panoiama of desire, although the individual is 
seldom aware that his approach to his deity is determined by his 
present needs.” 

All forms of real religious experience bring the seeker nearer 
both to God and man. If he is a dualist who believes that God 
is separate from all souls, and experiences a living relation to God 
as a servant to the master, child to father or mother, he naturally 
comes to look upon all souls as fellow servants or fellow children 
of the same Deity. The seeker who rises above body consciousness 
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and is able to feel that he is a soul, and God — the Whole — is 
the Soul of all souls, spontaneously looks upon all beings as fellow 
souls united m the one Godhead. When the advanced aspirant 
who has succeeded in discovering that he is a spiritual being, distinct 
from the ego, mind, senses and body, proceeds with the help of 
his inner vision farther and farther m his search for the Reality 
he comes to realise that his real being and the real being of all 
is no other than the One Infinite Spirit, which appears as the many 
souls without losing its essential nature. He then understands 
that he had been meditating on this Infinite Being as the whole 
and himself as a part, he has been worshipping the same Supreme 
Spirit as master, father, mother or beloved. He, therefore, 
experiences the shallowness of the critic who says that “ God is 
at bottom nothing but an exalted father.” He realises that the 
spiritual relation between the soul and God is not a glorified imi- 
tation of the earthly relation but in fact it is really the archetype 
of which the human relationship is but a faint copy. Even those 
who worship God m a personal aspect know in their heart of hearts 
that He is much more than that. That is why we find the worshipper 
addressing the deity in the words: “ Thou art my mother. Thou 
art my father. Thou art my friend. Thou art my comrade. Thou 
art my knowledge. Thou art my wealth, Thou art my all-in-al^ 
O, God of gods.” He now knows fully that instead of God being 
<e modelled after the father,” the human father is modelled after 
God, the Divine Father, and the earthly relation is at its best a 
shadowy semblance of the eternal spiritual relation existing between 
the eternal soul and the eternal God. 

According to the systems of Vedanta the neighbour is not 
only a neighbour, but also a fellow servant, a spiritual brother 
or sister, nay a fellow soul or as Sri Krishna says — “ an eternal 
portion of the same Supreme Spirit.” 

We are now living in an age of slogans. One of the much- 
repeated slogans is that religion is the opiate of the people, and is 
therefore to be avoided as poison. As a result of hearing it con- 
stantly, some of us who are not prepared to use our God-given 
power of reasoning, come to believe in it and lose our faith even 
in the true religion which in the words of Swami Vivekananda, 
is really “■ the manifestation of the divinity already in man.” There 
is religion and religion. Theie is the religion which binds the 
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soul to narrow doctrines and dogmas ; and there is again that 
which awakens our spiritual consciousness, makes us feel that 
we are all parts of the One Eternal Being and urges us to love and 
serve one another in a spirit of worship. We must overcome 
the obstacle created by a false slogan. The Infinite Consciousness 
is beyond all name, beyond all form, and beyond all personality. 
This is the Ultimate Reality; but to apprehend it we must use 
some symbol. We are like children who need support. Forms 
and images are such supports. Let us have them by all means, 
but let us also try to outgrow our spiritual childhood and ultimately 
attain the highest goal of life, realisation of Sal-Chit- Ana nda, 
the Eternal Existence-Consciousness-Bliss. 


Appearances and Reality. 

The world of experienceable things, Kant calls the world of 
Phenomena or appearances The real world is the world of Non- 
men a or things-in- themselves. Phenomenon is appearance, the 
Noumenon is the Reality. The unseen is the Real ; the seen is the 
appearance. All sensuously observable states of affairs constitute 
the world of appearance. Francis Herbert Bradley, the dialectician 
extraordinary of British philosophy, who had by virtue of his 
great originality poured a new life into modern meta-physics, in 
his appearance and Reality advances many brilliant arguments 
to show that the web of our universe is full of puzzling contradic- 
tions and discrepancies, and it is these that reduce the phenomenal 
world into a mere appearance of relaity. Bradley finds that all 
the categories and relations of thought abound in contradiction* 
Inherence, prediction, quality, identity, causality, unity, space and 
time are full of contradictions. The question of the self and its 
reality too abounds in contradictions. Nothing real can be self- 
contradictory: and all these conli adictions that swarm around 
every phenomenon make it a mere appearance. Nothing which 
is not consistent can be regarded as real. The contradictory 
nature of the world shows that it cannot be real. Reality must be 
at least intelligible; but the world of nature is unintelligible. There 
is no object in the world which does not involve some relation; 
and the nature of relation being contradictory, all objects must 
necessarily be unreal, that is to say, they are mere appearances 
of reality. 
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The Ultimate Reality does not involve any relation; it is not 
self-contradictory ; and there are no discrepancies m it. The 
Reality is self-consistent; it is the complete whole bereft of 
internal and external conflict and disharmony. 

Anything other than the Absolute Reality cannot exist. Duality 
cannot be eternal. Therefore, the universe, being other than the 
Absolute or the Self in its basic nature, must be a dream-like per- 
ception and cannot be a reality. It must be so unreal as a mirage- 
appearance in the desert, for it cannot be given any substantial 
value in the region of truth due to the inconsistency of its existence 
with the enduring Truth. 

The rational mystic philosophers of Vedanta draw a dis- 
tinction between Tattvam — the Reality, and Matam — opinions 
about the Reality. The Reality is one but opinions about it are 
many, although they point to the same Reality. “ Devotees 
follow different paths, straight or crooked, according to thei r 
different tendencies. Yet, O Lord, you alone are the ultimate 
goal of all men, as is the ocean to alt livers.” It has been well 
said that it is the coloured glasses in the mind that colour our 
opinions. In all spiritual paths the seekers are asked to undergo 
strict practices and disciplines which remove the taints of desires 
and passions, and help in the unfoldment of the power of per" 
ceiving the truth more clearly and directly. The trouble, with most 
of the spiritual seekers is that they want to cling to their own perso- 
nality and the forms of their deities and also the personal relation- 
ships with them in some aspect or other. However, with the 
unfolding of greater and greater insight, the spiritual seekers come 
to rise above personal relations and realise that essentially they 
are souls and the deity they worship is no other than the Supreme 
Spirit. Then they further feel that they are inseparably connected 
with Him as aprts to the whole, as qualities to the substance, as 
rays to the Infinite Light.

We always think (with reverence) of the Padukas which are 
more praiseworthy than even the feet of Sri Rama. For they (the 
Padukas) alone had unimpaired mercy towards those who resort 
to them. 

This Paddhati deals with the return of Paduka to Ayodhya 
in 20 slokas. Several new and very enjoyable points about Paduka 
coming back to Ayodhya can. be found herein. 

First, the poet re-states his great faith in the Padukas as capable 
of protecting us. For, that quality of mercy which is an essential 
pre-requisite in a protector is markedly seen in the Padukas. This 
fact is impressed upon us by pointing out that in the matter of 
avyaaj a-vaatsaly a natural (reason-less) love, Paduka is better 
than the Lord’s Feet. The Feet did not comply with Bharata’s 
prayer and return; only the Padukas had that unobstructed Daya 
which would allow nothing to come in the way of protection. 

As usual, this sloka being the first of this Paddhati is in the 
annushtup metre

As if the Paduka was of the view, ‘ c What benefit can I obtain 
from this foot (of the Lord) which wilfully evinced a desire to go to 
the forest, without paying heed to the desire of the sorely afflicted 
brother (Bharata ),’ 9 the Paduka gave up that foot and returned 
(to Ayodhya). I therefore praise and worship that Paduka of 
Ranganatha which is capable of protecting these three worlds. 

The actual return of the Paduka to Ayodhya is leferred to 
here. Once again the act of the Paduka is compared to that of 
the feet resulting in Paduka's merit and the demerit of the foot. 
The latter is elaborated in the first two quarters of the si oka. It 
is first pointed out that the act of the feet was wilful and unreasonable 
(Swairinaa as desired by them). The refusal to comply with Bha- 
rata’s request and going away to the forest is next referred to. 

Avanaat-vanam — In this the word avanam is capable of two 
meanings. Avanam is the country, as opposed to vanam forest. 
Avanam also means protection. Refusal to protect was chosen 
by the feet by giving up protecting. For these reasons, it is stated 
that the Paduka thought within itself c Kim-ma ’ what is this to 
me? In that view the Paduka gave up the feet and returned. That 
return was for protecting all the three worlds. The poet winds up 
by saying that £C to me this Paduka of Sri Ranganatha is everything, 
and therefore I indulge in praising it.” 

The Paduka’s daya was referred to in the first sloka. That 
is contrasted with the seeming want of daya in the feet of the Lord, 
in this sloka.

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Paduka of Ragupathi! That journey to the Dandaka forest 
of Sri Rama, — who desired to destroy Ravana- — which made Dasa- 
ratha a truthful person. — Rama was enabled to keep up Ms promise 
in regard thereto only by Thy going back to Ayodhya at the instance 
of Bharata. 

The Paduka is here said to have really enabled Sri Rama to 
duly keep up His promise to reside in the forest for fourteen years. 
With a view to ultimately kill Ravana, who was a source of great 
trouble and danger to the Maharshis, Rama decided upon a journey 
to the Dandaka forest, and incidentally rendered His father Dasa- 
ratha, a truthful person by acting according to the boon he had 
given to Kaikeyi. But when Bharata came to Chitrakuta and 
pressed Rama to give up going to the forest, — hi fact he exerted 
great pressure in ever so many ways, including praayopavesam 
a form of Satyagraha, — Sri Rama felt non-plussed. The Vimarda 
or pressure exerted by Bharata was such that Rama had to choose 
between giving up His promise, or giving up Bharata. Luckily 
the Paduka came to His rescue and readily agreed to return to 
Ayodhya and thereby made it possible for Sri Rama to act according 
to His word and thereby become a Satyasandha. The benefit 
that the Paduka conferred on Rama by its going back to Ayodhya, 
thereby enabling Rama to go to the forest as desired by Him for 
Ravana-Vadha and as promised by Him to His father, is the 
topic of this sloka. But for the Paduka the twin purpose, which 
Rama had set his mind on, could not have been achieved.

(Paduka) Devi! Gem-set Paduka of Ranganatha? By readily 
agreeing to do the rash and daring act of going back, to Ayodhya, 
Thou excellest Sita Devi in the matter of implicit obedience. 
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Paduka’s act of returning to Ayodhya was compared with 
the act of the feet of Rama which refused to do so, in sloka (2) 
above. In this Sloka it is pointed out that the Paduka scores 
over Sita Devi too. To part company with Rama is nothing 
short of a saapasa, a rash and daring deed. Sita Devi would 
not agree to be away from Rama on any account. But when the 
occasion c am e and the Paduka was commanded to go back to 
Ayodhya and relieve the distress of Bharatha, the Paduka implicitly 
obeyed that command. This is contrasted with Rama’s command 
to Sita Devi to stay back in Ayodhya and allow Him to go to the 
forest alone. Sita Devi would not listen to it, as she was unwilling 
to be separated from Him. That was an occasion when Sita Devi 
omitted to do Rama’s behest. Paduka however even at the risk 
of separation from Rama and His feet implicitly obeyed His 
command and went back to Ayodhya. Desika reiers to this as 
‘maheeyasa paaratantria’ by the greatness of the excessive sense of 
obedience. Thus Paduka is shown to excel even Sita Devi in the 
matter of obeying Rama’s commands.

Gem-set Paduka! when Rama’s determination to go to the forest 
was not shaken (by Bharata’s attempts) the desire of Bhoomidevi 
to perch on his shoulder was frustrated. Thou returned to Ayodhya 
and thereby wiped out the grief of Bhoomidevi; for, by Thy coining 
back to the Kingdom, direct contact of Sri Rama’s Feet was obtained 
by the earth. 

Tn this Sloka the poet thinks of the benefit conferred by the 
Paduka on Bhoomidevi, one of the Consorts of the Lord. When 
king Dasaratha with the active support of the citizens of Ayodhya 
determined to crown Rama as king. Earth was very happy and was 
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eageily looking forward to having a place on the shoulder of Sri 
Rama. This is a metaphorical way of saying that Rama would 
shoulder the duties of a King, which means Bhoomidevi will have a 
place on His shoulder. But with Rama unflinchingly intent upon 
keeping His word, Bhoomidevi had necessarily to suffer a setback 
in securing her desire, though temporarily and only for a period 
of 14 years. Paduka Devi, with an eye to every one’s well being 
and happiness wanted to give some satisfaction to Bhoomidevi. 
Therefore it is very nicely pointed out in this Sloka that Paduka 
left for Ayodhya thereby making it necessary for Sri Rama to walk 
bare-footed on the earth. Direct contact of Rama’s Feet obtained 
by Bhoomeedevi greatly relieved the distress she began to feel when 
Rama refused to accept the kingdom. 

Thus by the return of Paduka to Ayodhya, Paduka is said 
to have conferred a great benefit upon Bhoomidevi. It is evidently 
Desika’s intention to show how the return of Paduka to Ayodhya 
was conducive to the well being of the entire world m all respects 
and in all aspects. The reference to Bhoomeedevi having a place 
on the shoulder of the Lord, made in this sloka, reminds us of 
Sloka 18 of Bhoostuti wherein it is stated that Bhoomidevi was 
coronated Empress of the world, when she was enthroned on the 
broad shoulder of the Lord as Varaha. Reading the two slokas 
together it looks as if the Lord gave Bhoodevi a place on His shoulder 
(amsa) in Varahavatara, and therefore Bhoodevi was again desirous 
of having a seat upon the Lord’s shoulder when he became Sri 
Rama. 

From this Sloka onwards the metre is Vasantatilaka. (125)
